Two Litth’ So ns o f J. S. Van 
Dy ko . Well-Kno wn Farmer.

Former Broke Tliroiig-h tlie Ice and 
tlie Latter Attempted His Jies- 
cue—Ikdli Drowned. 


J a m e s R . , a^ed i i years, and 
George B.. aged 9, sons of 
[. S. 
V a n D yke, 
a 
farmer w ho lives 
nine miles southeast of Sedalia, 
were d ro w n e d in an unusually deep 
po n d — one deep enough to sw im a 
horse— on the H . C. IMosby place, 
near their home, w here they had 
gone to skate, S un d a y m ornin g. 
T he boys left home about 10:30 
o ’clock, their parents laboring un ­ 
der the belief that they were going 
to a branch near by, as they had 
been w a r n e d to keep a w a y from the 
po n d in question. 
H a lf an hour later their father 
called them, but there was no re­ 
sponse, and he and his wife became 


u n e a s y . 
V ithout delay ^Ir. \ ' a n D yke, 
w ho is a brother of Mrs. 
J. R . 
Mize, of this city, hastened to the 
M o sby pond, w hen his worst fears 
w ere realized. 
L yin g on the bank was the coat 
of little G eorge ; while on the ice, 
near a hole in the pond, was tlie 
cap of Jam es, and also a fence rail, 
these 
evidences 
furnishing 
the 
father 
almost 
conclusive 
proof 
tha t both boys had been d row ned. 
Xeiglibor.^ 
were 
sum m oned to 
the scene, an d in a short time more 
tha n a score were present, doing all 
possible to recover the bodies, but 
it w as not until 3 o ’clock p. m. 
tha t they 
were taken 
from 
the 
water. 
George was found first, and Iialf 
a n hour later the bod}^ of James 
w as located a n d recovered, but one 
of his skates was missing. 
A ll of the circumstances lead to 
the belief tliat Jam es, the elder bov, 
broke through the ice, and called to 
G eorge for assistance. 
H astily divesting himself of his 
coat, w hich he cast upon the bank 
of the pond, George procured a 
fence rail, and, w ith his skates still 
on, w e n t to the rescue of his br o th­ 
er. 
T he 
treaciierous 
ice 
again 
gave w ay, however, an d both boys 
lost their lives. 
T he parents have 
tw o smaller 
children, but their grief over the 
loss of their sons was heartre n d in g 
to witness, the m other being co m ­ 
pletely 
prostrated. 
In their ter­ 
rible ailliction they will have the 
s ym pa thy of their legion of friends 
in P ettis county.
